the secretary of state, to his excel- 
lency, tne ambassador of Italy, has 
charged me- to inform your excellency 
that he has learned with satisfaction 
that the government of the republic 
Is In entire agreement with the fed- 
eral government as regards the prin- 
ciples formulated In this docvnent. 


"The government of the republic is 


of the same opinion as the 
government concerning 
ruUrs of-Kuiila A ^ 
himself expressed it. they are not in 
power by the will or the consent of a 
considerable portion of the Russian 
people, but represent a small minor- 
ity of the nation. They have seized 
power by force, and by trickery; dur- 
ing the two and a half years that the? 
have retained .power, mean-while sub- 
jecting the country to savage oppres- 
sion, they have not yet authorized 
popular elections. On the contrary, 
they have put obstacles in the way of 
the creation of a popular representa- 
tive government, based or universal 
suffrage. Events have proved that the 
present system of government In Rus- 
sia is founded on the dedal of every 
principle of honor and good faith, and 
of all the usages and contentions 
which are the basis of relations be- 
tween nations and individuals. The re- 
sponsible heads of this regime have 
frequently and openly boasted of be- 
ing ready to sign agreements and con- 
tracts with foreign powers without 
having the least intention of observ- 
ing them. They claim that no contract 
-or agreement concluded with 
' olshevifc governments can 
morally.
